Gunther’s husband, who died sev- 
eral years ago. Gunther's mother, 
Hienrietta Gunther, widow of a 
wealthy broker, died about five 
years ago, leaving a will in which 
she provided an income of $2000 
year each for he#f grandchildren.

WILSON REPUDIATES 


NEW YORK, April 18.—Former 
President Woodrow Wilson today 
personally repudiated «a “message” 
attributed to him and reported as 
part of a “Coz boom” at a dem- 
onstration here last Saturday. The 
message was supplied by Joseph 
P. Tumulty, secretary to Wilson 
while he was in the White House. 
It was not questioned at the time. 
but a few days later rumors got 
about that it was not autheitic. 
The New York Times published a 
story based on these rumors. As 
a result the Times received today 
this letter: 

“WASHINOTON, April 13, 1922. 
“To the Editor of the New York 

Times: 

“My Dear Bir: IT notice tn the 
issue of the Times this morning 
an article headed ‘Doubt ia cast 
on Wilson message to the Cox 4in- 
ner.’ I write to say there need be 
no doubt about the matter. I did 
not send any message whatever 
to that dinner, nor authorize any 
one to convey a message. I hope 
that you will be kind enough to 
publish this letter, 

“Very truly yours, 
| “WOODROW WILSON.” 
Mr. Tumulty ts in Washington, 
\ where he went to try to straighten 
the mix-up. Mr. Wilson's let- 
ter, written since Tumulty reached 
the capital, indicates Tumulty has 
been unable to establish his au- 
thority for the messace. Pre- 
viously Tumulty had explained that 
he got the message from the for- 
mer President in a casual conver- 
‘gation, and that ft had no particu- 
lar reference to any possible Presi- 
dential candidate in 1924. The ban- 
ueters, however, had interpreted 
t meseage as giving comfort to 
a boom for James M. Cox to re- 
peat as the Democratic nominee.

Workers Hurt by Soviet Cry

(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PREBS.) 

ODESSA, April 13.—This once 
rich port on the Ukraine is strug- 
sling to regain some of its former 
prosperity but it looks like a long,

ALL SOVIET EMPLOYEES 

How difficult will be Odessa's 
climb beck to business may be 
from the fact that of 
00 workmen employed around 
her port and in her industries be- 
fore the big war, but 10,000 
have any sort of work.

The chief production of the 
twelve factories in operation is in 
leather, agricultural machinery, 
grain bags, nails, cloth, varnish, 
shoes, glass and very poor matches. 

The cost of production ts con- 
stantly varying with the exchange, 
the price of food and labor and 
at the present time no fair com- 
parisons could be made with im- 
ported goods. 


COST NEGLIGIBLE 

The cost of labor so far has been 
negligible, due to the forced nation- 
alization of factories and mobiliza- 
tion of the workmen, but it is 
steadily increasing as the men are 
free to find work. These em- 
ployed on piece work earn daily 
about 300,000 rubles, or 60 centa, 
whereas the reguiar wage scale is 
100,000 rubles, or 20 cents. But 
these Ggures are unreliable, as 
workers often get permission to do 
outside work. 

It requires a minimum'‘of 260,- 
000 rubles daily, or about 35 cents, 
to feed one person. Rent is free. 
A peir of shoes cost $10 to $15; 
a poor sult of clothes twice as 
much. 

It may be said that the working 
men have lost vastiy in a materia) 
sense by the revolution.

3 PERFECT “LOUISE” §

Lights, gayety, romance and mu- 
sic—Paris! The city of madness 
and pleasure! The city of joys in- 


The city of sorrows in- 
effable: The city of life and of liv- 
ing——Paris! 


Glorified and idealized, restored 
and radiant, Parise gleamed on the 
stage at Philharmonic Auditorium 
last night. It was the dream Paris 
of the Montmartre, the capital of 
the muses and of merriment: rap- 
turous city of the arts and artists, 
of poets and poetasters, of folly 
and verse and song—as embodied 
to the world in the music and stage 
pictures of “Louise,” the musica) 
by Gustave Charpentier! 

“Louise!” What name does that 
immediately call to mind?

Reunited were they once again 
before our eyes in the Chicago 
Opera Company's presentation. Re- 
united were they to the delight of 
thro of listeners and behold- 
ers. united were they for the 
glistening Ulusion, which only art, 
and great art, may bring to that 
strange though marvelous piece of 
realism—Charpentier’s opera. 


One cannot restrain of somewhat 
impassioned outburst upon recall- 
ing the impression made by the 
Chicago company’s great personal- 
ity in the role of “Louise.” Mary 
Garden has so securely bound this 
portrayal to herself that though 
you may have seen others act it 
better, and still others sing it bet- 
ter, you feel that Miss Garden is 
perhaps the only one who really 
lives it while she is on the stage.
